The postal savings’ department of 
the Gettysburg post office has not had 
a customer in six years. 
That w'as the reply of W. Preston 
Hull and (’. K. Gilbert, 
postal 
em­ 
ployes, who, among their other duties, 
have been in charge of the savings’ 
department, to an inquiry as to thew 
status of the postal savings’ system 
1 at the local post office. 
Instituted here September 21, 1911, 
the postal savings’ department at the 
local post office had as much as $5,000 
in its repository at one time, but there 
has been a gradual disuse of the sys­ 
tem, and a steady decline in the num- 
Jber of customers and the amounts they 
deposited. 
Last Deposit in 1920 
Since 1920, there have been no de­ 
posits in the postal savings’ depart­ 
ment of the post office. 
During tho 
World War and for several years prior 
to the outbreak of hostilities business 
was comparatively brisk. 
Postal savings were used chiefly by 
foreigner*, transients ami negroes, all 


j of whom either felt a mistrust for 
S banks in general, or found the facili­ 
ties of the post office better suited to 
i their banking needs since the postal 
’savings’ window' was opened earlier in 
the day than hanks and later in tho 
evening. 
Interest of 2 per cent was paid on 


i postal savings’ accounts, and with- 
j drawals were made when banks in­ 
creased their rates of interest on time 
deposits, and the users of the postal 
savings’ system responded to the gen­ 
eral confidence of the community in 
its banks. 
Gradual Decline 
Although the postal 
savings’ 
de- 
j partment is still maintained by tho 
post-office department throughout the 
country, there is a gradual diminution 
in its use everywhere, according ta 
reports received at the local office. 
The government organized the pos­ 
tal 
savings’ 
department 
with 
no 
thought of making money, it is ex­ 
plained, but rather to serve persons 
■ who did not care to use the facilities 
j of a bank. 
I hat postal savings are on the de-
